The coal coolies so far have 
not shown any disposition to 
retora to work, but the news that 
cargo coolies are handling coal 
may persusde them into con- 
sidering their position carefully.

., ‘The sixth Plenary Session was held this morning. Secretary 
Hughes presented the General Far Eastern Treaty, embodying 
Senater Root’s Open Door resolution. The ‘text of the Treaty fol- 
lows closely and often identically the language of the resolution 
already adopted by the Conference. The Treaty was approved on 
a roll call of the nine Powers without debate. The declaration of 
China not to alienate any portion of her territory was put om record. 
Senator Underwcod then presented the Chinese Tari? Treaty. 
The Conference adopted a resolution authorising the establish- 
ment of a Board of Reference in China, to which wil] be referable 


any questions arising in ecnnection with the execution of the Open’ 


Door Treaty for investigation and report to the Conference. 

Likewise it approved the: Tariff Treaty. After speechds by 
Senator Underwood and Mr. Alfred Sze, Senater Underwood dechar- 
ed that the present disturbed conditions in China made it manifestly 
impossible for China to exercise in ful her administrative functicns, 
The effect of the Treaty would undoubtedly be to double the exist- 
ing revenues of China re-eived from the Maritime Customs. Mr. -8-@ 
expressed China’s appreciation, but said the pre posed arrangement 
could be regarded as only a temporary measure looking to fizal 
Chinese tariff autonomy. 

The Tariff Treaty ‘follows closely the provisions of tha tariff 
resolution previously adopted. It provides that a Revision Commis- 
sion meet at Shanghai immediately to revise'the tariff im the basia 
of a five per cent. “effective” Revision will be completed within 
four months and become effective two months later. A special con- 
ference of the signat:ry Powers will meet within three months to 
revise the existing treaties and perm: 3¢ the imposition of a sartax to 
abolish the kin tax. Periodical revisions are authorised every four 
years. The Powers pledge themselves to effective equality treat- 
ment and cpportanity im all pertaining to Chinese tariffs and the 
principle of uniformity on land and maritime frontiers.

The Chinese Government agrees not to per- 
mit discrimination of her railways aya foreigners. The Treaty 
provides for foll and frank communicativn between the Pewers 
whenever in the opinion of anytne of them a situation ansea whieh 
demands application of the principles of the Treaty. 

The Twenty-One Demands. 

The Twenty-one Demands were disposea of to-day. 
accepted Baron Shidehara's withdrawal of group five and declared he 
would reserve China’s remaining objectizns for future discussion. 
Ezch of the nine Powers then made a statement setting forth their 
respective attitudes to the Twenty-one Demands. Thege statements 
will be included in the minutes of tne Conference.

Magistrate Wood was in-jn- 
dulgent vein when. savaral 
Chinese, obiefly transport work- 
ere, were charged on Saturday 
with damaging a tamboo. planta- 
tion by cutting down the trees, 
the damage being estimated at 
some hundreds of dollars. 
Wolfe, the Captain Superiotand- 
ent of Police, explaiced that there 
bad bean a wholesale cutting: 
down of trees on Mount Davis, 
the bamboos and grass being tied 
up in nest bundles, while the odd 
stuff littered the road to such an 
extent that it was difficult to get 
along in his motor-car.. At first 
the Magistrate thought that tho 


‘Joffendeis might bave been seeking 


fuel in consequence of the sbort- 
age, but Mr. Wolfe was soon able 
to demonstrate that it was the 


money from the sale of the tim-}. 


ber that the culprits were after. 
Result: a fine of 50 cents or two 
days’ imprisonment, This is 
certainly not an excessive penalty 
ia respect of serious damage to 
the plantation by able-bodied 
coolies, for whom, as the Captain 
Superintesdent stated. there is 
plenty of work in the city.

THE SOVIET AND GENOA. 


To those who have realised that the greatest diplomatic 
need of the day is the political. reconstruction of Europe 
there can only be disappointment at the ‘probability of a 
further postponement of the Genoa- Conference consequent 
on the chenge of the Italian Cabinet. A few weeks ago 
everything seemed to poiat to the fairly near meeting of the 
political leaders of Europe to discuss and arrange the much- 
needed political rehabilitation of the world’s inost distress- 
ed Continent. and there was open gratification expressed 
by all Tiberal-thinking men that at long last some real 
effort was to b> made to ameliorate the after-effects of the 
‘Great Waren those who bore the brunt of that struggle. 
Germany and Russia were invited to send representatives; 
there was open talk df the formation of an international 
corporation to nance trade and ‘there was manifest a 
far more liberal spirit than bad beea evidenced since the 
close of hostilities. At the moment the date of the promis- 
ed Genoa Conference seems to be very uncertain. One can 
only hope that the Conference will not be much longer 
delayed and that its results will justify the optimism of its 
ebief spotisors. . * ; 

But we were very interested to read a little while back 
that Mr. samuel Gompers, the head of the American 
Labour organisations, had sent to Congress a protest 


against the participation of America in the Conference on 
the ground tat such participation would ‘itvolve the 
Tecogniti-n of the Soviet Government. We should have 
thought that Mr. Gompers, asa labour: man, would have 
held views directly contrary to those he expressed. ‘There 
can be little question that the proletariat of Europe 
are sufering hardship and bigh prices just because 
such a vas' ccantry as Russia has been cut off from the 
sest of the world in the matter of trade. And Mr. Gompers 
must surely have recognised by this time that if he.is going 
to wait until Russia has a form of goveroment different to 
that which she has at present before she can be re-admitted 
into the world of trading nations, ke is going to havea 
very long wait.’ The Soviet Government may be a hated 
thing to those who believe in the Divine Right’ of Capital 
and it may bea form of government entirely unsuited to 
industrial countries like Britain and America, but we 
ought to be sufficiently honest to recognise that for Russia 
at the moment it is the only government she cao have. 
Whether the Soviet idea is good or bad all depends on our 
personal relationship to the industria! world around us, 
- bat even if we condemn it root and branch as a principle 
We must recognise that Russia.is a country which. needs 
our help and which also basa helping hand to vive her 
European ueighbours. It is essential for the welfare of 
millions that the trade of Europe and of the world should 
be permitted to flow without let or hindrance, no matter 
what the-particular political complexion of any country or 
_ countries might be. Ifwe keep Russia out of the scheme 
" of things we shail not change her form of administration; 
we.shall only drive her further along the path of political 
cleavage: To ''recognise” the Soviet would not be pearly 
. 80 great an evil as would be the deliberate continuation of 
a policy of isolation. ; 
| We have understood and sympathised with the conten- 
tion of capitalists that the political complexion of Russia 
~ spells danger to the rest of the world; and we honestly 
believe that at the present time any. extension of such a 
political theory would be bad for the world. But we also 
lieve that the peoples of most other countries do not 
desire such a form of government as Russia now has; they 
. only long for a free opportunity to earn by their labour the 
essentials and comforts of life. That, will not be fully 
, possible until all parts of the earth are thrown open for 
purposes of trade and commerce. Surely, that much is 
obvious even to the dullest. The real danger of to-day is 
not in recognising the Soviet, but in what will happen in 
‘other countries unless the political barriars dnd-hindrances 
preventing the return of prosperity arespeedily broken down, 


Witbin a few months Japan 
has lost three of her lesding 
statesmen, all of whom had held 
the Premiership. Only a little 
while ago Mr. Hara, the first 
“commoner” to become Prima 
Minister, met with a tragic end. 
and scarcely have the obsequies 
of Marquis Okuma, the “Grand 
Old Man” of Dai Nippon, been 
celebrated Shan the news comes of 
Prince Yamagata’s decease. The 
Prince, who was io his 84:b. year, 
was almost the same ase as Mas- 
quis Oxuma, being bora a few 
months later. He was noted bath 
ia the Council-chamber and in 
the field. At the tima of the 
Sino-Japanese war he was Pre. 
sident of the Privy Council, acd 
in that campaign be commanded 
the First Army, being: rewarded 
with a Marquisate, while in 1907 
be wasmadea Prince. In 1893 
he was appointed Premier, while, 
returoiog to the rnilitary side, he 
wes mace Chief of the General 
Ssaffin 194. As leader of the 
Elder Statesmen—who constitute 
the Genro or Prisy Cooncil— 
Princa Yamagata loag wielded 
commanding influence. A year 
ago he ‘suffered eclipse, on 
account, it is said, of opposing 
the Crown Prince’s betrothal 
because the bride was selected 
from outside ‘the usual circle, 
bot apparently he recovered 
at least partof bis prestige. A 
circumstance to render the Prince 
of direct interest to Britishera 
was that be was one of the few 
foreigners to be admitted to the 
select company comprised in the 
Order of Merit. 


Universal Free Trade. 


_A correspondent writing to the 
Daily Chronicle in reference to a 
proposed international society of 
men of liberal ideas propounds 
Free Trade a3 its basis. In 
general principle thisehas much 
torecommend it. At Home few 
among éven Tariff Reformers 
commit ,themselves to an out- 
and-out policy of Protection; the 
usual arguments are retaliation, 
reciprocity, and revenua-raising. 
The occasion for the first of these 
would disappear with univer- 
sal Free Tzade, and as 
to - the last Cobdenites 
do not role out a revenue tariff 
in respect of non-competitive 
articles. It was thougbt in the 
early post-war period that a result 
of the terrible conflict would be a 
movement in the direction of open 
roarkets, which received the bene- 
diction of ths flaanciat conference 
held at Brussels to consider the 
reconstruction of Europe. The 
pity is that the tendency bas been 
io just the opposite direction. 
America, which was already the 
home of High Protection, hea 
revised her tariff upwards, and 
lother countries hava acted in the 
same direction. Amongst these 
is Britain, where the two recent 
measures for safeguarding in- 
dustry are generally voted to go 
much beyond provision against 
“dumping” {some modification 
has now beon allowed), At the 
present time it has to be admitted 
that Cobden’s dream of untveras! 
Free Trade remains is the 
visionary stage.

Wages and Cost of Living 
In Belgium.

[Belgium's remarkable recovery 
from the devastation of the War 
is emphasised by facts and figures 
fp the following article, Though 
an cigbt-hoot day ia in operation 
by, legal enactment, exemptions 
can be secured in certain indus- 
tries. Regardipg wages the 
general principle adopted is that 
they should be reculated, as far 
as citcumstances - permit, in 
accordance with the cost of living

On 
the whole the Belgian worker 
enjoys a‘slightls higher standard 
of living than ke did before the 
War.] . 

After protracted discussions, 
the Belgian Parliament has 
adopted an eigh: hours Bill, 
whieh came into farce on October 
1 Yast. It applies to all indas- 
tries, and will he extended to 
commercial employees within a 
year. Agricu'tura? labour is not 
included. Certain exemptions | 
are foreseon with regard to sea- 
sonal industries, such as sugar 
factories, upkeep of furnaces: 
excess of orders, complementary 
work, rapid repairs required br 
accidents,or necessary Work to. 
avoid the loss of pevishahl+ goods. | 
In oasa of “force majeure “em- 

_ players are allowed to avail them- 
nolves of these exemptions. 
Under allother circumstances a 
royal decree must be obtained. 
after the inatter has been referred 
to the “Coyacil of Industrial 
Wort,” including es ployars and 
workmen and other expert coun- 
cillors. Their decision must be 
made known within two months. 

QUANTITY AND QUALITY. 

M. SVanters, the Labour Minis- 
ter, who made himself responsible 
tor the Bill, repeatedly warned 
his Labour audiences that the 
country could only, reap the 
advantages of the reduction of 
hours if the quantity and quality 
- of the outpo: per hour were 
promptly increased by greater 
application and improved train- 
wing. King Albert writing to his 
Ministeron June 14th. reminded 
the country that it was dependent 
for its life on itsexports: “It is 
nota question,” he wrote, “of a 
competition between employers 
ard employees. A country like 
Belgium can only export and 
pierce the customs frontiers, 
which are built on every side 
around it, ifthe cost of its pro- 
duction is more and more reduced 
and the value of its produce more 
and more increased.” . 

INTENSIVE AGRICULTUBAL 

PRODUCTION, 

In Belgium, more persons are 
engaged on agriculture than in 
industry, though, owing to the 
deosity of its population, the 
country is dependent for itsliveli- 
hood on its exports. The individual 
production is difficult to estimate 
because, ont of every 100 people 
-engaged on agriculture, 16 only 
are wage-earners, most of the 
work being done by small holders 
-sod their fernilies. The following 
figures will give anides of the in- 
tensity of production and of the 
wonderful way the country has 
recovered from the agricultural 
point of view since the Armistice. 
{fo 1913, 18,000,000 quintals of 
cereals were produced, in 1920 
nearly 14,500,000." Industrial 
crors (sugar beet, flex, and so 
forth) totalled 16,000,000 quintals, 
in 1913, and rose, in 1920, to 18,- 
00,000, a considerably larger 
acreage being devoted to this 
kind of culture owing to the 
difficulty of importing raw 
material from abroad. On the 
other band root crops show a 
slight decrease, from 79,000,000 
quintale, in 1913, to 64,000,000 in 
1920. Before the War Belgium 
had ‘reached the first rank in 
Europe for the yield per acre, and 
1b is to be hoped that this position 

. will be soon recovered owing to 
the amount of agricultural labour 
avapable. : 

SOME, STRIKING FIGURES. 

With regard to industrial out- 
put, each industry must be con- 
sidered separately, In 1913, there 
were 139,000 miners, and the total 
coal production was 1,859,000 tons 
‘per month giving an average, of 
13.5 toms per bead par month. 
There sre now 159,000 miners 
produciog 1,670,000 tons per 
month of 23 working days, 80 that 
the present production per head 
per month averages 10.5. 

The metal industry is nearly ag 
‘important, 127,000 persons ‘being 

. employed in 1913 and 135,000 to- 
day. The decrease in production 

. is far more considerable, from 
509,000 tons (4.3. ‘per head) per 
meat, to 268,000 tors {2.0 per

“SLUMP” IN TEXTILES. 

With regard to textiles, the 
third great industry of the coun’ 
try (121,€00 workersin 1913 aod 
951,000 in 1921), the output is 
difficult to ascertain, the total 
output being estimated by spind- 
les with regard to cotton and 
linen, and by weight with regard 
to wool. The output of cotton 
was, in 1923, equivalent to. the 
production of -t,492,000 spindles 
working 54 hours a -week (the 
production of each spindle per 
weok being calculated at 825 
grammes of cotton). At present 
700,000 spindles only are in use. 
A similar decrease is noticeable 
with regard to linen, the number 
of spindles having drapped from 
373,111 in 1913 to 270,000 in the 
Inst few months. These figures, 
however, were taken after the 
slump, and it shocld be pointed 
out that the number of spindlesin 
operation had previcusly nearly 
reached pre-war figures. 

DECLINE IN WAGES. 

As far as mines are concerned, 
the standard of wages was fixed 
by 5 mixed national commission 
io July, 1920. According to this 
convention, Bix weeks’ must 
elapse before a modification in 
the index number affects wages. 
In 1913 these wages varied from 
0.30 per hour for labourers to 0.50 
frances for skilled men. In 1920, 
the cost of living having 
increased 377 per cent. (the index 
nuinber being then 477), -the 
wages were from 1.75 francs to 
2.40 francs per bour. Since then 
several reductions of 5 per cent. 
have occurred in accordance with 
the decline of the index number, 
the latter being 434 in February. 
1921, the average daily wage Was 
brought down from 25.64 francs 
to 24.36 franca. Similar decline io 
the index number to 411 in 
March and 389 in May brought 
about cérresponding reductions in 
wages, 23.14 francs being the 
average in April and 21.98 francs 
in June. ‘A further reduction of 
3 per cent. occurred in August. 

The wages'in' the metal io- 
dustry experienced similar reduc- 
tions, though there is s general 
tendency not to diminish the 
wages of the lowerpaid workmen: 
Thus in the nail-making and 
wire-drawivg factories of the 
Charleroi district wages of 2.50 
francs per hour have not been 
reduced, while those of 4 and 5 
francs heve been reduced 6 and 7 
percent. A naw reduction of 10 
per cent. was contemplated in 
June, but was opposed by. the 
workmen. A compromise was 
made allowing slightly better 
wages and conditions generally. 

HIGHER LIVING STANDARD. 

The average wages for the tex- 
tila industry showed sa increase 
of 420 per cent. on. pre-war dsys 
in 1920.~ In the, cotton industry 
this increase waa only 300, the 
highest skilled workman receiving 


137 francs per week, a3 cosipared- 


with '4¢ francs-in 1914. Since 
creases have taken 
placé, reducing wages 13 per cent. 


for unskilled men and 20 per cent. 
for skilled men. 

Though, on the whole, wages 
have been edapted to the increase 
in the cost of living and are grad- 
ually reduced acconting to the 
decline of the index number, the 
Belgian workers have the benofit 
of a slight margin. On the other 
band, the atandard of living has 
been considerably altered by the 
wer. This bas been especially 
conspicuous in bousiog, many 
people being reluctant to go back 
to pre-war conditions witb regard 
to overcrowding. This difficulty 
is, to a great extent, overcome by 
the general practice of Belgian 
workera taking advantage of 
cheap railway rates to live ont- 
side the towns they work in, the 
country within » radius of ten 
miles becoming the dormitory of 
the labourers. For the small sum 
of three the workman can travel 
to and frofor a week « distance 
of 10 miles. He may rent his 
own cottage and cultivate his 
day’s work. This affords him 
better housing conditvons and 
allows him to bring up his family 
ic healthy ings. 


THE UNEMPLOYED. 

Generally spesking, the im- 
portance of agricultural labour 
sod the constant contact between 
town and country ise dominating 
factor in the Isbour conditions 
of Belgium. Though only a small 
cumber go back to agriculture 
after having been accustomed to 
the bigher wages of the town, the 
densely populated countryside 
constitutes a reserve of health 
and energy from which the io- 
dustry. of the country may draw 
ita workers. 

At the time of the Armistice 
there were nearly 1,000,000 men 
out of work in Belgium, phile 
3,500,000 people ware more or less 
dependent on relief. Six months 
after, the unemployed only num- 
bered 200,000 and by September, 
1920, tha number of out-of-works 
belonging to caemployment in- 
sutance societies had been re- 
cuced to 6,864. Immediately after 
this date the world trade depres- 
sidn began to affect Belgium, and 
the number of registered unem- 
ployed rose rapidly till it reached 
210,681 in March, 192%. Jt is 
now agsin reduced to 130,000. 


MONEY IX BUTTER.
